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CLAIMS 

1 . A container and a closure for coxmection to said contains, aaid closure 
including: 

an upper wall; 

S a skirt formed integrally wiA and extending downwardly fipom said upper wall, 

said sldtt adapted to engage wiOi a neck portion of die container to secure the closure 
to the container; 

a tamper-evidmt band frangibly coxmeoted to said skirt; 
the neck of the container including a plurality of discretely spaced projections 
10 extending outwardly fit>m said neck and adapted to engage with tabs on said tamper- 
evident band to fkcilitate breaking of the band from the skirt of the closure. 

2. The container and closure for connection to said container as claimed in claim 
i , wherein said closure fiuther includes a seating means depending firom said iq>per 
wall, said sealing means adi^ted to seal against the neck of the container. 

IS 3, The container enclosure as claimed in claim U wherein said projections 

include one or niore ramped sur&ces which engage with engagement surfaces on said 
tabs of said tanqier-evident band to facilitate die breaking of the band fiom the skirt of 
the closure. 

4. A container and closure as claimed in claim 1 wherein the closure is designed 
20 according to &e following fomula: 

AaB + C + D + B + F 

wherein: 

(i) A is the distance over which the sealing member can seal against the 

inner wall or outer wall of the neck portion of the container, 
2S (ii> B is the distance between the engagement surface of the tamper-evident 

bead and the engagement surfiice of the tabs when the closure is fully 

^lied to the container; 
(iii) C is the amount of con^ression that occurs in the tanqper-evident band. 

tabs during the process of removal of the closure; 
30 (iv) D is the amount of stretch that occurs under stress during closure 

rranoval in the skirt and the frangible ribs connecting the tanq>er*evident 

band to the closure skirt; 
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(v) Eififhedistanooequd to the tolerance aUowed in the measwem 
specificatLons of the container neck and the closure; and 

(vi) F is the distance required for a margin of safety for a particular closure 
and neck combination so as to promote the operation of the tamper-

neck* 

S« A closure for connection to a container, said closure including: 
ani^)perwall; 

a skirt formed integrally with and extending downwardly fiom siedd upper wall, 
10 said skirt adapted to engage with a neck portion of the container to secure the closure 
to the container, 

a plunger housing located in said upper wall; 

a plunger sealingly engaged in said plunger housing; 

wherein said pluxiger and plunger housing adi^ted for diqiensing one or more 
15 additives into the contains.
